.be attended by the Berlin diplomatic corps and all ambassadors of the DDR. 

_ This conference will issue an all-out denunciation of the Bonn government, 
and will be conducted within the frame of reference of the recent resolutions 
of the “orld Peace Council. Proparanda material is now being assembled for 
this conference by “‘altér Marten, head of the DDR Foreien Ministry section 
for "German policy of the Yestern occupying pouers". This material is to he 
organized according to the points made in the recent Stalin interview. It ig 
not clear who will deliver the main address in Prame, bt the fact that 
Foreign “‘inister Georg Dertinger is now carefully studying the details of the 
World Peace Council resolutions, the text of his speech on German neutrality 
of July 1949, and the roports of the fifth U.N. General Assembly, may provide 
some evidence that he will be the main speaker.*

Dertinger rérarked in a private conversation on 28 February that he was not 
optimistic that the DDR would succeed rerely through propapanda in uniting 
Gerrany, "even though we are putting millions into the effort", He added 
that neither Bonn nor the DDR would yield; thus German unity would be achioved 
only thréugh war. *# 


3. On the occasion of the forthcoming Pramve conference, the DDR plans to make 
an agreement with Czechoslova'tia for increased cooperation in the cultural 
field and in "all other special fields". The DDR will also conclude an eco~ 
nomic agreement with Poland in the near future. The Foreign Ministry's repre- 
sentative on a delegation which will leave for ‘larsaw goon will be “alter 
Gamps of the Eeononic Policy Section.
